AN EEHAY READ BEFORE 1HE YOUNG MEN'S CHuIS-
TIAN ARSSOUTATION LART BVENING.

Last evening the regular monthly meeting
of the Young Mon's Christian Asgociation was
held at their rooms, on Chasnut street, above
Twellth, The President, Mr. I B. Simons,
ocoupied the chalr, After the reading of the
minutes was concluded; the Rev. John Moore
read an essay on » Belf-Calture.’”  On being
introduced, Mr. Moora gpoke as follows:—

There Is an important sonso in whish every
sduoated man may be wald o be sell~oducated.
He may have been surfoonded with all possis
ble facilities for onltivallng hix mind and ne-
quiring knowledge, bul the worle never would
have been dooe, had he not applied his own
mind to laborious study. The mare posseasion
of adviantnges will never educate & man with-
ont laboron hisown part, Tuero are those who
Bave been sent to the best insuitutlons of learn.
ing, where Lhey were surrounded with librarics
and the ablest lustructors, and at the samae
time they are far from belong cdueated in the
truie sense;: for the good reason that, alter others
aid ull they could to educate them, they made
pospeciil effort to tmprove themselves, ‘They
ary clphers in the world, and alwiys will be.
It s relnted of Groteste, nn oid Bishop of Lins
coln, possessing great influence in hisday, thnt
he was once asked by his stupld and idle
brother 1o make o great man of b,
“HBrother,' replicd the Bisnop, *1f your ploagi s
broken, ')l pay for tho monding of it or, if
your ox should die, I'll buy you another; bt 1
eannot make s grent man of you, a plouzbman
1 found you, and I fear a ploughman | must
leave yon,"

Wesometimes speak of persons having coms
pleted thelr edueation, Soppose they have
enjoyed all the advantuges tnat could be
afforded, andthey took great pains to Improve
them, sl they must coutinue to cultivale
thelr minds If they wounld be or do muech in the
world, They must carry on the work of self-
oultnre, without being favored with the usual

rivileges which surroand those who are going
Fhruun what 18 popularly oalled a courss of
education. What Is commonly called oduca-
tion fsin facl only the bLeglinnlpg or founda-
tlon of the work which should be carrled for-
ward in after life. The colebrated Dr. Rush,
of thiscity, having onoe heard a poysician
allude to the fact of having completed his edu-
eatlon AL A certidn tlme, very aptly remaried
that he had uot completed his vet, thaugh

ulté advanced in life, und expected to gon-
tinue it thl bis death, Some who gave ghoe
highest promise o Lthe early part of 1lfe,
and made rmapld Improvement 1o their
sehool studles, buat neglected after leaving
pohoal or college Lo coltivate thelr minds os
they should, amonnted to very little; while
others, leks promising, nnd waking loss pro-
gress at first, becane wininent, and mude thele
mark in the world, becauso they continued to
sapply Welr minds to study and to lmprove
eonstantly, The enjoyment of early advan-
tages for meuntal culture should, of course, be
Lighly prized ; but whoever would be pernna-
nently li‘lﬂllﬂﬂl.ml by them must earry on a
course of self-cultura after he bas entered upon
the active dutles of e,

There is a large class of persons who have not
been favored with superior, and, In many cases
ordinary, advantages ol education, They see
and feel thelr defects, and have some desire to
repair them, They never expect to be able to
attend any Institation of lmrnlur: thelr time
15 very much oceupled In mechanleal, commery-
clal, or other kinds of business, which require
a gréat deal of their time and energy, DBut the
case of such Is by no moaus hopeless so far us
galf-culture Is concerned, They can do some-
thing, and even much, in suech a work—uone
should despalr,

In order to suceess 'In thils directlon there
must first be s real determination to limprove,
nnd such a determination ns cannot be shaken
by dimculties, While I do pot fully endorse
the maxim that “Where there Is o will there is
away,” I do belleve there 18 tremendous
power in an lron will,

Closely allied Lo this is another requisite—
namely, that of self-relinnce, Whlle there Isn
degree of rellance that wo -hould pluce on the
help of olthers, ¥er. our maln relinnge must he
on ouraelvey, Ifour powdars sre called out, no
one else oan do it for us; we alone can do i,
There is & famous spesch recorded of an old
Norseman, which, though short, expresses
much:—"1 believe nelthar in ldols nor demons;
I put my scle trust in my own stréenglh ol body
and goul,” On the crést of an ancient pickaxe
stood the following expressive motto;—*Hither
I will find s way or mnke one.”” Thot famous
eduedtor of youth, Dr. Arnold, of lRughy, almed
to eall ont this quality in nis paplis, and always
appreciated It most highly, even when not ae-
companied with brillluncy, Said he:—"I would
far rather send s boy to Van Dieman's Laod,
where he must work for his bread, than sapd
him to Oxford to live in luxary, without any
desire In his mind to avall hilmsellof Its advan-
Luges.

n another ocoasion he romarkod:="If there
be any one thing on earth which is traly admi-
rable, it is to see God’s wisdom blessing an in-
feriority of natural powers, when they have
been honestly, traly, aud zealously oultivated;"”
and In speaking ot a pupll of this cusraoter he
mald, 1 would stand to that man bat in hand.”
Once when teaching a dull hoy, he apoke some-
wunt sharply to him,on which the pupil looked
up in his face and saild, “Way do you speak
angrily? Indeed, I am dolng the best I can.”
Years afterwards, Arnold told the story to his
ehildren, and added, *1 pever felt so much in
my Hfe; that look and speech I bavo never for-

otien,” Ifthose who are engagod in the aetive

usiness of e relled more npon themselves,
and did the best they could, how muoh vastly
higher would be the tone of thought and In-
telligence! Buch sell-rellanee I8 inventive, and
will attended with improvement under any
olreumatlunoes,

In prosecuting the work of self-cullure, we
should regard books o8 @An  lmporiant
meaps and souree of strengthenin and
improving the mind, These contain the best
thonghts of the best miuds, and at the pressnt
day, however llmited a person’s means may be,
if pe In really in earnest, Lo can have acooss Lo
some of thobest autbors, Itshould bs borne in
mind thut it e not the number of books read
that conduces to our Improvement o much as
the charneter of them and the manner in whlsh
they are pernsed, A few good books, thoroughly
perused, contribute vastly more to our limprove-
ment than many hastily read. We shonld alm
to make whit we read our own--by digestinge I,
by thinking, and thus we not only acqulre
knowledge, but mantal power, Milton says thut
Ya good boole I8 the precious lfe-blood of o
muster-spirit, smbalmed and treasuored up on
N oee tom ufé Deyond 1fe Tuat life-blood
Zan only be aslinllatea &2 vu Life by thinking.

I cannol better expresd whst T NAVE Lo say
farther on Lthis polas than in the language of an
eminert American writenr—"In the besl bpoics
groay men Wik us with us and glve as the
most precious thoughls, Books aré the volees
of the distant and the dead, Dooks uwre thetrue
levelleys, They give 1o wll who will fuithiully
uso them the soetely and the presonce of thae bost
and grodlest of our race, No malier how poor
T am~—no matter though the prosperous of my
own time will not enler my obscure dwelling,
I learned men and pocls will enter and take
up thelr ubodu aonder my roof I Milton will
aross my threshold to sing tome of Paradige,
and Shakespeaio open Lo mo the worlds of (m -
agination, and the worklugs of the human
hunrt, and Franlkiin enrioh e with his proc.
gienl wisdom, I shail not pine for want of Intel-
Jeotunl companionsuip, and I may become n

Bul it 1z not by thereadlng end study of boolks
alone hpt wa ure to lmprove ourselves, We
should be thoughtful obsoryers of moen and
thipgs, washould keep oaroyes and ours apen,
not in the spirit ‘of idks euriosity, bui with
thought, and thus be asslmilating more or loss

fnteliectunl food every day, We sometimes
meet with men who bave comparativaly little
knowledge of books, but 4L the same thne huvo

Much ean b done in the way of xelf-cullure
by properly sttending to the work or business

young man Guce Applied to Thomas Carlyle for
advico as o the book he was Lo read, and re-
celviel the Uﬂllgﬂ =1L 18 0k by books
nlone, nor "hooks ufly, that & man bo-
comis In all‘parla nmun, Btady to do falthfnliy
whalsoever thing in youractualsitvation, there
and now, you fAind either expressly or fnall.i,\r
Inid to your s that s your post; stand to
It like & true soldler. A man perfects himaell
by work much mora than by reading. They are
a growing kind of men thai ean wisely eombine
the two things—wisely, valiantly can do what
is laid to them ln thelr preseut sphere, and pre-
pare themselves withal for doing other, wider
things, If such le before them,'”

This class of warkers have brought to light
some of the most important inventions and dis-
goverios, Hugh Miller made somo of his most
volunble geologlual diseoveries whille laboring
for years in a stune quarsy, That quarry was Lo
him n seliool, becnuse he wns in a state of mind
to make It sueh. HIs eye was always sharged
with thought., We huve all read the story of
Franklip, which so foreibly Illustrates this
point, While employed o & eandle factory and
wrinting aMice, be not only foond time to tead
M0k, Bat he was constanily educating himsel
in those places, aud there neguired those habits
of mind which led to the discovaries that filled
the world with hig fame, Now Boston, tho
Amerlean Athons, Is proud Lo have beon his
birthpiace, and Philadelphia s probably no ledss
ropd that he was her son by ndoption, When
v miade the diseovery of the ldentity of light-
ning with electricliy, It was snecred at, and
people asked “Of what use 18 102" Hisapt raply
was, “What Is the use of aohild? It may be-
eome o man.” He thought, and they did not,
1 need not state what the chlld has glocs bes
conie.

So far as the work of self-oulture In general is
econcerned, no one should be discouraged, N
merous examples ure before us; showing whnt
ean be done under onfavorable clreumstancos,
Thoungh all are not able W become cminent, o
cqual to ost persons whose histories nre re-
ferrad to by way of Hlustration and encouragae
ment, vet all may do something, and mueh
more thatu they mny nt st anticlpate.
Willlam Chambers, of Scotlund, the well-
known author and publisher, In an address
dellyered pefore an assembly of young men in
Edinburgh, thuas speaks of his own early
struggles and beginuings for thelr encourago-
ment:—"1 stand before vou a sdlf-oducated
man, My edueation was that whileh Is supplied
at the humble parish schiools of Scotland, and
it was only when I went o Edinburgh, n poor
boy, that L devoted my evenlugs, alter the
labors of the day, to the enltivation of that 1n-
tellect which the Almigoly bas given to me,
From 7 or 8 o'¢lock in the morning il Dor 10
o'clock at night was 1 at my business us @
bookscellet's apprentice, and It wax ouly durs
Ing hours after these, stolen from sleep, that 1
could devole mywsell to study., 1 assure you
that ] did not read novels; my attention wins
duvoted to physical sclence and other useful
matters, Duaring that perlod I tanght myself
Freneh, T look back o those times with great
pleasure, and nm almost sorry 1 have not to
ro through the snme troubles ugain, 1 reaped
more pleasure when I had not sixpence in
my povket, stundylog io a garret in Edlnburgh,
teun now 'l find when sliting amidst nil ele-
puncies aud comforts of o palace,” The Iate
wnd lnmented President Lincoln was n siriking
example of how mueh n man ean do towards
educnting himself 1o tho midst of greac dim-
culties,
None should conelude that It 1s too late to
lmprove, though lost tlme 1s gone foraver, Sir
Honry Spelman did not begin the stady of
selence until he was between Nty and sixty
yvears ofage, Frunglin was fifty before he en-
tered upon the study of patural philosophy.
Dryden and Seott were not known as authors
until each was in his fortieth year, D, Arnold
learped German al nn advabced nge for the par-
|lrmo of reading “Nelghbar'" in the original,
James Walt, when at forty, while working st
his trade as an Instrument maker In Glasgow,
lenrned French, German, and Italian, to enable
himself o pernse the valuable works on
mechanienl phllosophy In those languages,
Robert Hall was once found lying upon the
floor racked with pain, learning [talian In his
old nge, to enable him to judge of the parullel
drawn by Macaulay between Milton and Dante,
| I might adduce hundreds of other inslances,
shiowlng that It Is never too late to learu,
1 conelude by remarking that we should make
self-culture a matter of conscience. We are
responsible ageots, snd as such God has given
us certaln facuities, which we are under moral
obllgation to caltivate according to our time
and opportunities, We should nﬁu Lo lmprove
ourscives In nccordauce with the principles and
spirvit of Christinopity, In this way the hoeart
as well as the intellect will be cultlvated, aud
we shinll not only be educating ourselves to be
more happy and useful in time, but ba prepar-
g ourselves for an eternnl stute of bllss and
glory in the future world. We should alm to
be  men—high-toned, cultivated men, Our
obiligation to be such 18 Inereased by the fact
that in the course of Providenco we are citlzens
of Lhis noble republic,

At the conclusion of the reading of the
Essay, which was well received by the andi-
ence, the question, “How can devotional meet-
ings be mads most interesting and profitable,
egpecially to unconverted young men?” was
brought before the meeting for discusgion, and
wag engaged in by Peter B, Simons, Esqg., Revs
Mr. Moore, Mr, Thissel, and other wembers of
the institution,

The Association i rapidly advancing in
numbers, and the influence exerted by it has
been felt among many of the young men of
this city. The reading-room is open at all
hours of the day and evening to the use of
young man. It embraces about three
sand volumes.
